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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1,4-7, 9-16, 18, 20-23 and 27-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in 
the original disclosure for "in a greater amount... not present" (last 2 or 3 lines of each 
independent claim). Correction is required. 

4. Claims 1 , 1 1 , 20, 29, 30, 38, 44, 48, 54, 58, 66 and 73 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1 , 
20, 38, 48 and 66 are indefinite in failing to recite the upper limit of the low melting 
triglyceride blend, e.g. claim 1 , line 4, and since it is not known what the storage 
temperature is, e.g. claim 1 , lines 9-1 0. Claims 1 1 , 29, 30, 44, 54, 58 and 73 are 
indefinite since it is not clear what the phrase "natural... modified" modifies (lines 2-3 of . 
each of these claims). Is it only the coconut oil or is it each member of the group being 
claimed? There is no antecedent basis: in claims 1 , 38 or 66 for "the lipid particles" (line 
8 of claims 1 and 38, and claim 66, line 7); and in claims 20 or 48 for "the 
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microparticles" (claim 20, line 9; claim 48, line 8). Claim 48 is also indefinite in failing to 
recite "applying" before "at" (line 4). Corrections are required without new matter. 

5. Claims 1 , 20, 38, 39, 48, 49 and 66 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: In claim 1: line 12, "with a particle size" should be added after "of; line 14, 
"formed" should be added after "network"; and lines 13 and 15 "microns should be made 
singular. These same changes should also be made in the corresponding places in 
claims 20, 38, 48 and 66. Additionally, in line 4 of claims 20 and 48, "thereto" should be 
added after "layer" and in claim 48, line 10, "microns" should be made singular. Also, in 
claims 39 and 49 "microparticulated" is misspelled. Appropriate corrections are 
required. 

6. All pending claims would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st and 2nd paragraphs, and the claim objections set 
forth in this Office action. 

7. Applicant's arguments, with respect to all of the claims, submitted July 10, 2006 
and the accompanying 132 supplemental declaration have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
